Drove Them Back. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
1'IN FRANCE, May 4 (By A. P.).— 
In a desperate air fight over the 
American lines. northwest of Toul 
today Charles W. Chapman Jr. of 
| Waterloo, Io.. and a German pilot 
with whom he was fighting plunged 
to earth inside thé German lines, 
both their machines wrapped in 


flares. 

Five American pilots in fast pur- 
suit machines were patrolling over 
the American lines when they en- 
countered_a German formation of 
an equal number of airplanes, and 
promptly attacked. 

Chapman singled out one of the 
enemy single-seaters, and they 
moved off battling desperately. Sud- 
denly both the machines were seen 
to burst into flames, and almost at 
the same time plunged to the earth 
behind the German lines. 

Chased Others Away. 
_ The four remaining American pi- 
lots chased the other enemy ma- 
chines back over their territory, but 
them escaped. The four 
American machines returned safely. 

It was shortly after 9 o'clock this 
morning when the American patrol- 
ling machines left the ground one 
after the other. They circled above 
the hangars until they ‘got into a V- 
shaped formation. Then with the 
roar of motors they hit for the line. 
They had patrolled the section once 
and were starting on a second tour 
when sparkling specks were seen in 
the sky far away within the Ger- 
man lines. The American airmen 
turned quickly but kept their forma- 
tion. The men in the front lines 
watched the two formations and saw 


course and the Ameriean planes 
starting. out to head them off. The 
American pilots soon recognized the 
other formation was German and 
went up higher, but the enemy did 
not, see them until the Americans 
were almost overhead. 

Suddenly the American formation 
took a dive toward the Germans, 
who swung about sharply. Then 
the machine guns came into action 
and the battle was on, while watch- 
ers on the German side were unable 
to tell which was which, as all 10 
machines darted in and out, up and 
down and turned and banked. 

Both Fall in Flames. 

Then one machine, a German, left 
the formation and Chapman fol- 
lowed. his gun spitting bullets. The 

yerman banked and.Chapman did 
likewise, while both were. pouring 
lead into each other. Two bursts of 
flame were seen and the machines 
went spinning down, long tails of 
fire and smoke streaming out behind 
them. 

Chapman's companions continued 
the battle with the Germans, each 
engaging one of the enemy. The 
Germans, however, soon lost. al 
stomach for the fighting and one 
after another turned and fled home- 
ward, diving, spinning and zigzag- 
ging to escape the American bullets. 

The American fliers returned home 
saddened over the loss of their com- 
rade, the first of their number to 
fail to return after getting his boche. 
Chapman was very popular and was 
regarded as an excellent pilot.

The best part of it all is 
that in this wonderful romance of 
transportng men and supplies and 
construction material 3000 miles 
overseas, the health of the troops 
has been kept. at high level. There 
has been some disease incident to 
overcrowding at times, but no man 
has had to sleep out of doors. 

“The general health of the men 
is now most excellent. The number 
who have been unable to go on active 
duty each day because of sickness 
was 37 per thousand for the week 
ending April 18, which is a lower 
rate than  »prevails in the United 
States. Ours is the only army that 
goes into fighting with hot coffee as 
a stimulant. It’s a proud thing for 
any country to have produced such 
a wholesome and healthy institu- 
tion as this brave American army in 


| France.” 


Kerney then spoke of a visit he 
had made to the American troops 
at the front. 

Finds, Enthusiasm Everywhere. 

“Everywhere,” he.said, “I found 
enthusiasm over the steady courage 


fvarying climatic conditions,” 


to the privates the single idea pre 
vails of making this a finish fight 
against the Hun. 

“While the army naturally does 
not rank among the first of the 
highly efficient military machines, 
it does represent. the finest pluck 
und punch of America translated 
into action. Incidently, with the de- 
velopments that are taking place at 
the staff school, it promises soon to 
be provided with the necessary offi- 
cers to enable it to assume its proper 
place in this war.’ 

Kerney said the wisdom of con- 
structing a great work that spreads 
over all Western and Central France 
and back to the lines already is am- 
ply justified.

‘Everywhere the American soldier 
has plenty of clothing to meet the

clared. “There is no shortage in 
rubber boots or warm shirts. Food 
is abundant and supplies of all kinds 
are such as to relieve any worry on 
that score. The hospital trains kert 
at the battle front are said to be the 
finest in the world. The field hospi- 
trls are so located that American sol- 
diers are on the operating tables and 
under treatment by the best surgical 
skill within from four to eight hours 
after they have been wounded. 

“Everything, in other words, that 
it has been humanly possible to fur- 
nish is there, and the morale of the 
fighting man is the highest. 

“Now and then there is a come 
plaint about mafl coming slowly, but 
that is being remedied; and then, it 
taust be remembered that good kick- 
ers usually make good fighters.” 


‘ONE SUBMARINE ‘SAID TO: 


HAVE SUNK 196 VESSELS 


Berlin ape anes Tonnage Account- 
ed for Includes Two War- 
ships. 

NEW YORK, May 4 (Special).— 
The submarine U-35, under Capt. 
Arnauld de la Perieres, during its 
activity of more than two years in 
the Mediterranean, has sunk 196 ves- 
sels, aggregating more than 500,000 
tons, says the Berlin Lokal Anzeiger. 
Among the craft sunk were two war- 
ships, one auxiliary cruiser, five 
transports, 124 freight ships, 62 sail- 
ing vessels and two fishing vessels. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung prints 
the following under the caption “‘Of- 
ficials” and signed “Chief of Admiral 
Staff of Navy:” 

“By means of the war measures of 
the Central Powers the total of 680,- 
000 gross tons of shipping useful to 
our enemies was sunk during Febru- 
1918. - The total since the re- 
sumption of unrestricted U-boat war- 
fare is 10,270,000 gross tons.”’ 


NORTH SEA MINE FIELD T0 
EMBRACE 121,782 SQUARE MILES 


LONDON, May 4 ( By A. P.).—Ac- 
cording to Archibald Hurd, in the 
Daily Telegraph, the area in the 
North Sea recently announced by the 
British Government as prohibited as 
dangerous to shipping:-after May 15, 
will be the greatest mine field ever 
laid.for the special purpose of foil- 
ing submarines. It will embrace 121.,- 
782 square miles, the base forming 
a line between Norway and Scot- 
land, and the peak extending north- 
ward into the Arctic circle. 

Hurd, who is an authority on naval 
subjects, says that there has been a 
vast improvement in British mines 
since Admiral Jellicoe became First 
Sea Lord. He points out that the 
creating of this barrier across. the 
northern exit of the North Sea was 
an enormous task involving 12 or 
more months, and estimates that 
tens of thousands of mines were re- 
quired to cover the area. He sug- 
gests that when Admiral Jellicoe 
made his famous prophecy that the 
submarine menace would be met bv 
August that he had this mine field 
in mind.

236 VESSELS HAVE BEEN 
LAUNCHED BY SHIPPING BOARD 


1,440,627 Aggregate Tonnage Added 
- to U. S. Merchant Marine— 


138 Steel Ships. 

WASHINGTON, May 4 (By A. P.). 
—Exact figures on the progress of 
the merchant shipbuilding program 
this year were disclosed today for 
the first time. They show that un- 
der direction of the’ Shipping Board 
there have been launched 236 steel 
and wooden vessels with an arg’e- 
gate tonnage of 1,440,627. 

There now are operating 157 ship- 
yards with 753 ways in use. There 
are 398 steel ways, 332 wooden ways, 
either completed or under construc- 
tion, four concrete ways and 19 ways 
devoted to naval work. 

The launchings of steel ships in- 
clude 18 vessels with a total tonnage 
of 136,250, constructed under Gov- 
ernment contract, and 183 with an 
aggregate tonnage of 1,195,887, ob- 
tained by. requisition. The grand 
total of contract and requisitioned 
ships already launched is 1,332,127 
tons. 

Already delivered are 138 steel ves- 
sels with a total tonnage of 977,371. 
Wooden ships launched number 35, 
with an approximate tonnage of 108,- 
500. 


RESOLUTION PROPOSES LESS 
SENATE DEBATE DURING WAR 


Underwood Plan Would Permit of 
Majority, Instead of Two-Thirds, 
Invoking Cloture Rule. 
WASHINGTON, May 4 (By A. P.). 
Less debate in the Senate during the 
war is proposed in a resolution intro- 
duced today by Senator Underwood 
of Alabama, reported to have con- 
siderable support. As a substituée 
for the present cliture rule permit- 
ting two-thirds of the Senate to lim- 
it a Senator’s debate to one hour on 
pending legislation, Senator Under- 
wood’s resolution would give a ma- 
jority power to involke cloture by 
limiting debate, after a subject has 
been discussed two days, to 20 min- 
utes on the bill itself and 10 minutes 

on amendments. 
The rule would be operative only 
during the war. 


KORNILOFF AGAIN REPORTED DEAD 


Pekin Quotes Harbin Papers as Say- 
ing Information Is Definite. 

PEKIN, Saturday, April 27 (By A. 
P.).—Harbin newspapers say it has 
been learned definitely that Gen. 
Korniloff, former Russian Com- 
mander in Chief, who has been one 
of the leaders in the movement 
against the Bolsheviki, is dead. They 
also report that the Bolsheviki have 
recaptured Novo Tcherask, capital 
of the territory of the Don Cossacks.

—British losses in men killed, 
wounded, captured and missing on 
the western front since the German 


offensive began March 21, are esti- 
mated by the British military. here 
at nearly 250,000. 

This estimate would appear to be 
in remarkable contrast to the enor- 
mous German losses in the drive. 
The German War Office, of course, 
has not disclosed to the world what 
its losses in the great battle have 
been, but.the estimates of allied ob- 
servers have placed the loss of Ger- 
man life at a staggering figure. 

From the very nature of the fight- 
ing, military experts have pointed 
out, the losses of the attackers were 
bound to be heavier than those of 
the defenders. But -in addition to 
that ,the method of German attack, 
advancing troops in waves faster 
than machine guns could mow them 
down, but, military experts say, have 


‘entailed enormous losses. 


German Losses Serious. 

An inkling of how serious the Ger- 
man losses are aame: sometime ago 
when it was reported that the Ger- 

man military chiefs dared not dis- 
close their extent to the German peo- 
ple and therefore were sending the 
wounded to Belgium. Other reports 
have told of railway gateways being 
choked with trains of wounded, 
while the dispatches of correspond- 
ents at the front have told how the 
battlefields were carpeted with gray- 
elad bodies. The situation was 
summed up in this manner: 

“The casualties in the British 
army are emphasized by the German 
wireless although figures from Ger- 
man sources would be undoubtedly 
much exaggerataed, yet it is certain 
from the severity of the fighting and 
from the fact that the entire comba- 
tant forces of the British army have 
been almost continuously engaged 
that the British losses in proportion 
to reinforcements immediately avail- 
able must be very heavy. It is prob- 
able that one would be approximate- 
ly accurate in quoting these as close 
on a quarter of a million. 

“Everything points to the Giettian 
offensive being continued almost im- 
mediately and should the brunt of 
the attack again have to be borne 
by the British the situation will be 
undoubtedly serious unless sufficient 
troops are available close at hand 
in reserve to strengthen the line as 
required and beng relief to the Brit- 
ish divisions who have been in the 
line almost consistently since the be- 
ginning of the present battle. Should 
the Germans determine again to at- 
tack in Flanders it is certain that 
any advance in the direction of the 
channel ports will be made at great 
cost to themselves and over the 
bodies of the British army who have 
so often shown in the past such bull- 
dog determination in the defense.” 


Division Losses Heavy. 


As examples of what the British 
have gone through, it is cited that 
two divisions lost a large percentage 
of their effectives. The Twenty- 
fifth, a new division in the fighting 
between March 22 and 26, lost 4000 
men. Put in the fighting again from 
April 10 to April 19, it lost 5000 
more. Despite these losses it was 
brigaded with the French for a 
counter attack and still later it beat 
off four heavy German attacks. 

The Twenty-first Division fought 
continuously from March 21 to 
March 28 and lost 4000 infantrymen 
of a total strength of 9000. Later it 
drove back a German = attack in 
which five German divisions were en- 
gaged_and increased its losses to 
6000. 

“Statistics such as these,’’ it is de- 
clared, “‘bring home to the military 
mind the terrible ordeal through 
which the British army is now pass- 
ing. History coolly reviewing facts 
will record what is perhaps often 
now lost sight of in the crowded in- 
terests of everyday life and obscured 
by hearsay and extravagant writings. 
Britain at this very moment is mak- 
ing the supreme sacrifice of endur- 
ance for right against might, and 
now strengthened by and shoulder to 
shoulder with the famous French 
divisions, is prepared to hold the 
German masses in check until the 
right moment arrives for the great 
revenge.”

The Reply of Belgium. |

HE Belgian Government's reply to the Ger- 
man ultimatum, a dignified state paper, 
saying that Belgium refused to break her 
engagements and would resist German agegres- 
sion, 
o'clock. At 10 o’clock the King addressed a tele- 
gram of appeal to the King of England. Tuesday 
morning at 6 o'clock Mr. von Below delivered his 
Government’s note saying that Germany could 
take what she wanted by force. Germany had 
already declared war. on France. The Belgian 
Government had been notified by both France 
and England that they would come to her de- 
fense if Belgium soil were invaded; the formal 

declarations of war were all that remained. 


And at 10 o'clock that morning the King went 
to Parliament. 

It was a day of lovely sunshine; the Belgian 
flags of black and yellow and red floated from 
every house and the people had gathered early 
about the Park and the Palace and the Parlia- 
ment buildings to see the King and the royal 
family go by. The crowds were massed along 
the sidewalks, on the terre-pleins and the carre- 
fours; people hung out of windows, even the 
roofs were black. The gardecivique, the chas- 
seurs and the infantry, the .gendarms a cheval 
and companies of -Boy Scouts formed a hedge 
from the Royal Palace along the Rue Royale to 
the Parliament houses at the other end of the 
Park. The Queen went by first in a landau, with 
the three royal children, preceded by the piquers 
de la Cour. The King; booted and _= spurred, 
mounted on his big bay, came after with his staff 
and the escadron Marie-Henriette in their green 
tunics and gray busbies as guard of honor. The 
crowds were wild with enthusiasm. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. Gibson and I drove to the Na- 
tional Palace. Sir Francis Villiers drove up in his 
motor just as we arrived, and I entered with him 
and. we went slowly up the red-carpeted stair- 
case together to the diplomatic gallery, Sir Fran- 
cis heavy with care. The Salle des Seances pre- 
sented a scene one would not soon forget. All 
around the galleries were crowded, the wives of 
the Ministers in seats opposite us, though none 
of the ladies of the Diplomatic Corps were there. 
Below, the Senators And Deputies, all in formal 
black; some seated, quietly waiting, others in 
excited groups, discussing the ultimatum of last 
night and the invasion of the land. The Due 
d’'Ursel was there in the uniform of the Guidés. 
The Ministers, after their sleepless nights, were 
on their benches, the Baron de Brocqueville, 
Messieurs Davignon, Carton de Wiart, Hymans, 
the new Liberal Minister d’Etat, and Vander- 
velde, the new Socialist Minister d’Etat. receiving 
congratulations. The hall is a semicircle. with 
columns all around, not unlike the chamber of 
the Supreme Court, the old Senate at Washing- 
ton, though, of course, larger. A red-and-gold 
fauteuil was'placed for the King on the presi- 
dent's dais; overhead under the statue of Leo- 
pold I was the escutcheon of Belgium and 1 
trophy of flags of Belgium and the Congo. ‘The 
diplomatic tribune was hung with Belgian flags, 
too. Down there on the floor:before the presi- 
dent's desk a great table was set, and at it were 
seated the president and the recorders. Gold 
fauteuils were set for the Queen and the royal 
family.

—the old Count Woest, for instance, with his 
hand behind his deaf ear, to hear the fateful 
words. 

The King is'somewhat short-sighted; he puts 
on his pince-nez, holds the narrow little strips of 
paper rather close to his eyes, and begins to 
read.

Then that stillness again in the chamber, in- 
tense vibrant with emotion, the thrill of patrio*- 
ism, the sense of tragedy, the consciousness of as- 
sisting at an historic scene; the Depuies reimain 
standing, and the Queen makes her sweeping 
courtesies again, right and left, then with the 
royal children and her suite, retires. 

Then there is an universal inhaiation in the 
chamber, a long breath, and Baron de Brocque- 
ville; and a striking figure there in the tribune, 
in that moment; tall, svelte, distinguished, in 
black frock coat, curly hair, smart mustache, the 
ribbon of the Order of Leopold in his boutin- 
niere.

The session is over, though the Setntors and 
the Deputies are to hold formal sessi.:ns to ratify 
the Government's acts and to vote supplies.

Monsigneur Tacci, as 
the only Ambassador at the Belgian Court, was 
the dean of the corps, though the Count Clary, 
who had becn at Brussels longer than any of us. 
usually acted in that capacity. We gathered 
about him, then, in one of the antechambers, and 
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he stood there in the midst of us, in his violet 
robes, very distinguished, with his dark, aristo- 
cratic features, as finely cut as a cameo, and his 
delicate hands that were so expressive; speaking 
to us in his soft ltalian voice thta lent its accent 
to his French. He hinted at the possibility of the 
Court and Government going to Antwerp, and 
said that in such an eventuality we should have 
to accompany them. 

Then the sunshine once more, and the motors 
rolling up into the paved court before the Parlia- 
ment buildings, and the colleagues lifting their 
tall hats to each other, and then rolling away in 
the crowded, agitated, brilliant streets.

I read about the proposal of the High- 
land Clay Co. to mine fire clay from under 
Forest Park. I am a miner and have 
worked in the fire clay mines in the city 
and St. Louis County for the last 15 years.

Because it surely. will ruin the surface of 
the ground by caving in from time to time. 
The depth to the clay is from 40 to 60 feet 
instead of 80 feet as mentioned, and the 
limestone is from two to six feet thick and 
in the ravines it crops out. And I know 
from experience this rock will crumble and 
cave in. 2 This clay under the park is a 
high-grade clay and superior to any of the 
fire clay in. St. Louis County; that is the 
reason they are trying to get the bill 
passed. There is a great deal of clay in 
St. Louis County they can lease at 10 cents 
per ton.

IN THE WAR TO WIN. 
As the Third Liberty Loan campaign closes the 


‘| country is jubilant because the people's billions 


are pouring into the public treasury to be used for 
winning the war. The response to the country’s 
call is soul-stirring, but, essential as the dollars 
are, they do not measure the greatest value of 
the undertaking. 

The biggest thing that has come out of it can be 
determined only by moral standards. It found the 
national will to vict6ry in a fluid state and crys- 
tallized it. 

The two previous campaigns did a great deal 
towards this end, but nothing like so much as 
this one. While each of them received flattering 
popular support, the success of both was prin- 
cipally assured by the big business and financial 
centers. This one has been underwritten pri- 
marily by the people. 

As the second campaign was drawing to a close 
in the St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank district last 
fall, its managers were anxious about the rural 
sections. The number of black spots on the 
county maps was not encouraging. This was the 
harder to understgnd because of the urgent ap- 
peals made to farmers and the fact that a season 
of unparalleled agricultural prosperity had just 
ended. 

This time it has been the city’s turn to lag. 
The rural districts of Missouri, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Indiana, Arkansas, Mississippi and Tennessee 
have surpassed the cities. Yet in most of this 
territory the average man had until lately but 
the haziest idea of Government bonds. They were 
to him something in which only rich men would 
invest. 

The change ‘can mean nothing less than that 
the war has at last become a personal matter to 
these men; that they have awakened to discover 
it is no faraway thing to be managed somehow by 
the Government, but an imminent thing in which 
each individual must take a hand. 

America has thus obtained its first essential ob- 
jective, the destruction of an apathy which was a 
more serious menace to the country than the sub- 
marines. This is of far greater consequence than 
tne rapid raising of three or four billions of dol- 
lars, more or less. It means that the people are 
unitedly in the war to win.

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THE PROFITEERING ICE MAN. 

As in the case of other products with which it 
was not specifically e1-powered to deal, the Food 
Administration will utilize its license system in 
checking profiteering by the ice man. With a 
lively sense of the profiteering capabilities of ice 
dealers in time of peace, the State of New York 
began early to guard against the greater chance 
of profiteering in war. It saw to it that the possi- 
bilities of the severe winter were improved and 
the countless icehouses aiong the Hudson filled 
with ice. The office of State Administrator was 
created to provide an ample supply in storage and 
maintain this year prices nut higher sara those 
of last year. 

As advantageous price conditions a cities 
which, like St. Louis, are dependent almost wholly 
on artificial ice are not to be hoped for. In fact 
a material advance attributed to high ammonia 
and other. essentials has already been put in ef- 
fect. But ‘the requirement relative to registering 
price schedwles and other restraints within dis- 
cretion of the Food Commission ought to prevent 
any unjustifiable price increases that will cause 
suffering during the hot season. 
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War is—well, we'll be paying for next winter's 
coal and this summer’s ice at the same time this 


year. 


The death of Prinzip, assassin of the Aus- 
trian Archduke, not only revives tragic memo- 
ries, but invites the repetition of familiar mis- 
statements. The Teutonic version of this affair 
gained such currency in this country that many 
Americans still suppose, that Prinzip was a Ser- 
vian, and that Servia was proven to have some 
share in the responsibility for his crime. The 
fact is that Prinsip was a Bosnian, and a/subject 
of Austria, and that his crime was committed 
on Austrian soil. He and his accomplices were 
in the hands of the Austrian authorities from 
the time that the crime was committed, and the 
charge that Servia had anything to do with their 
act is, up to this time, an unproved and unsup- 
ported assertion of Austria. How half-hearted 
the charge was, on Austria's part, is shown by 
Prince ‘Lichnowsky’s declaration that Austria 
would have settled the Servian difficulty if Ger- 
many had given the word. 

Prinzip forfeited all possible claim on the 
world’s sympathy by killing the Archduke’s 
wife with him. Why this double crime was pun- 
ished only by a sentence of 20 years’ imprison- 
ment, which has now been cut short by his death 
from a natural cause, is one of the astonishing 
elements of the mystery which still surrounds 
the tragedy of Serajevo—a mystery whose key 
may some day be found in the archives of Ber- 
lin. 


PENDULUM’S TURN IN RUSSIA. 

The attitude of the Bolsheviki leaders towards 
the allies, and especially toward America, has 
undergone a change that means something. The 
Maximalist press, once strangely pro-German, is 
printing stuff that must give offense to Berlin 
and cause anxiety. A new ferment is going on. 
Uprisings and revolts that may be of more than 
local extent are reported. Units of offense and 
defense are being formed and experienced mili- 
tary officrs, whose occupation has been gone dur- 
ing the past year, are finding employment. 

As disorganization and national humiliation 
could hardly go farther, the next shift must be 
a shift for the better. Russian pacifism made a 
peace that signified only remorseless spoliation 


and a continuance of a state of war. We know 
weet the reaction Would have bens ta any-other 


civilized country from @ ‘disillusionment as vast 

as that to which Germany has subjected Russia. 
oa we assume that ‘the ultimate reaction will 
be any different in civilized Russia itself? 

That Austrian newspaper which declared that 
the treatment of Russia since Brest-Litovsk Means 
nothing else than another war, and that no Aus- 
triah blood ‘would be spilled in defending German 
robberies, took a discerning view of the inevitable. 
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Maybe Holland will talk to the Kaiser like a 
“Dutch uncle.” 


ALLIES IN JOINTLESS ARMOR. 
The same principle that was first applied to 
American organizations on the western front has 
now been applied to the organizations of all allied 


ence to the Government by which they are sent. 
There will be no separate armies of Americans 


and French and British and’ Portuguese and) 


Belgians and Italians, unless convenience is 
served by maintaining them as such, without the 
necessity of reorganization. But separate armies 
may be composed of the troops of two or more 
nationalities or of all nationalities, if that should 
be desirable. Assignment of particular troops to 
particular duties will. not be hampered by division 
of command or delays due to red tape in obtaining 
national assent. Any handicap on the plan of 
closer merger due to differences in Janguage is 
more than compensated for by the advantages of 
closing the joints in the allied armor. In addi- 
tion, General in Chief Foch is given command of 
the Italian front. 

To remove the chief point of vulnerability that 
explains the victories of Frederick the Great over 
his allied opponents adds a weight equivalent to 
many army corps to the enemies the Kaiser must 
face.

“FREUDIAN WAB COMFORT. 

Prof. Sigmund Freud, whose books on psycho- 
analysis won him fame before the war, has writ- 
ten a little book, “Reflections on War and 
Death,” which has been put into English and 
published by a New York house. It reveals the 
state of mind of a learned German who expresses 
his desire to contribute something towards a. 
better understanding between the nations after 
the war, if not now. 

The force of Prof. Freud’s argument is dissi- 
pated, for American readers, by the assumption 
he makes in his opening chapter that the war has 
revealed all the combatants as devoid of moral 
principles. He assumes that the Governments | 
and armies now fighting Germany have been 
equally guilty with her of disregard for interna- 
tional law, the rights of civilians and all the 
pledges made in times of peace. He says of Ger- 
many: “We live in the hope that impartial his- 
tory will furnish the proof that this very nation, 
in whose language I am writing and for whose 
victory our dear ones are fighting, has sinned 
least against the laws of human civilization.” It 
is to be hoped he will read Brand Whitlock’s true 
story of the atrocities in Belgium, if he has hith- 
erto been ignorant of Prussia’s crimes. 

What comfort could such a partisan give us 
with regard to the world war? His message is, 
in brief, that we should not be too horrified and 
disappointed at the war’s revelations, because it 
has simply brought the truth to light that morally 
we have been living above our means. We have 
reverted to barbarism because we were at heart 
barbaric. When the conditions change and peace 
comes, we may go on climbing step by step the 
ascent of civilization from which we have fallen. 

As for the new view of death due to the war, 
it also is a reversion to that of the primitive man, 
who viewed even the death of his dearest friend 
with some satisfaction. For, Dr. Freud assures us, | 
in the heart of each of us is a certain amount of 
hostility towards those nearest and dearest 
which, back in our consciousness, makes it pos- 
sible for us to wish them dead. 

This may be self-revelation on the professor's 
part. Most people would indignantly deny that 
such a feeling possessed them. And if it were 
so of us all, how would that make war more en- 
durable?

has been compelled to refuse a parliamentary de- 
mand for information as to the truth about the 
number of Americans already in France. 

It would seem that the German cartoonists are 
simply out of luck. They had a lot of fun with 
Britain’s “contemptible little army,” in the be- 
ginning of the war and how they did chuckle 
over the Scotch highlander and his kilts! Britain's 
army is no longer a laughter-inspiring subject 
and not even a German humorist can nowadays 
find a smile for the “weemen from hell.” But 
Mr. Wilson's skiff full of soldiers—what was it 
the old Greeks used to say about putting Ossa 
on Olympus and piling Pelion on top?

‘MAJOR LEAGUERS LOANED 


INTERNATIONAL $30,000, 
AUGUST HERRMANN SAYS 


CHICAGO, May 4.—Inside details of 
the part the major leagues and na- 
tional baseball commission paid in 
financing the old International League 
when that organization was in dis- 
tress in 1914, during the war with the 
Federal League, were revealed to- 
night by August Herrmann, chairman 
of the National Commission, who said 
that’ approximately $30,000 was loaned 
and contributed to the league to en- 
able it to meet its obligations.
